They report the streams 
fordable but rising, and the roads better than 
they have been for two years. The party 
from Edmouton arrived at Bow River on 
Monday, the day befure the Messrs, McDou- 
gail lett. 

Tuk Catholic Colonizatioa Society, under 
the auspices of Archbishop Tache, will colo- 
nize WWO townships in the Diocese of St. Bon- 
iface and three in that of St. Albert. The lat- 
ter townships will be taken ene on the south | 
side of the Saskatchewan at the mouth of the 
Vermillion Creek and two, one on each side 
of the river at the abandoned mission of St. 
Paul’s below Vicigria. 

Tus case of the woman Scholastique Cardi- 
nal, of Lac la Biche, indicted for conceaiment 
of birth, was disposed of by Col. Richardson 
at Ft. Saskatchewan on Tuesday. She was 
tried summarily and pleaded guilty. Sentence 
deferred. In thé meantime she was repri- 
manded and released, the magistrate taking 
the view that she probably did not know she 
was committing a crime in doing as she did.

Mines MecDermor arrived from Lesser 
Slave Lake on Tuesday last. He brought some 
of his finer furs with him but the bulk of his 
winter trade he left at Slave Lake, not having 
sufiicient means of transport to bring them 
out. He will goto Duck Lake and perhaps 
further east fora new supply of gocds. He 
reports that Dan Carey, a Peace River trader, 
and a half breed named Bourassa are being 
brought in for trial at the present sittings of 
the court, the latter on s charge of having 
deserted the employment of the H.B.Co and 
the former with having enticed him to de so. 
The trip out occupied fifteen days. There was 
“reat starvation among the Indians at Slave 
Lake last winter on account of # scarcity of 
moose and fish. A great many ef the horses 
died owing te the deep snow, which was four 
feet deep in March. When this melted it 
caused a general freshet and had a bad effect 
on the spring catch of beaver. Fur trade 
during the winter, however, was good. 

D. McLrop, W. S. Robertson and M. McKin- 
non yot back from Bow River on Tues- 
day last, four days and a half from Cal- 
xarry.

About 
one thousand logs have been got out on and 
brought down the Elbow River. They are of 
very good quality. The Cochrane Co. had 
twenty men employed rounding up the cattle, 
breaking horses, ete. Very fe ¥ of the cattle 
were on the range. The companv are putting 
ina small crop. It is reported that they 
have had disputes with Livingstone, a rancher 
| on the Elbow River, about his cattle coming 
on their range and warned him to keep his 
vattle off. He promised te do so if they would 
fence in their range. He has ahundred head 
| Of cattle and the Cochrane range comes close 
| up tohis ranch. Tie Co. have offered him 
25,000 to sell out, He wants 87,500. Gen. 
Strange, of Kingston, who is said to have 
$25,000 invested in the Cochrane Ranch, and 
a gentleman from Australia named Webb, 
have secured a 21* year’s lease of 92,000 acre s 
of lind on the north side of the Bow River, 
opposite the mouth of High River, for graz- 
In, purposes.

TROUBLE AT CYPRESS. 

Ix the latter end of April a party of Crees, 
supposed to be from Cypress, madea raid on 
the South Piegans south of the line and stek 
a large number of horses, getting away all 
right. On their return trip they passed a bull 
train in camp on its way to MeLeod. They 
took the liberty of going through it for pre 
Visions and ammunition te the amount of 
about $200. while the men were ask ep. A 
quantity of whiskey in the same wagon with 
the guods stolen was left untouched, but a 
trunk belonging toa lady on her way to Ft 
kicLeod to be married was pillaged mercilessly 

EARLY in May a party of Crees from Cypress 
stole horses frem the Bloods on Belly River 
Asmail war party started out and caugh. up 
to the Crees, but in the fight that ensued the 
Bloods were defeated, one of the party being 
killed and another wounded so badly that he 
died shortly after he got home. 

Tus Cypress Crees encouraged by the sue 
cess of their former raid, made anocher expe- 
dition against the Bloods and got away with 
another iarge band of horses. A few of the 
Bloods came to Ft. McLeod and complained 
to Capt. Denny, Indian Agent, of the theft 
and asked provisio.s and assistance from the 
police in order to look up and recover the 
stolen stock, Theayent gave them provisions 
and sent a request to the police at Cypress to 
assist them in recove:ing their horses. In- 
stead of a few of them going peacably, how- 
ever,a war party 90 strong started for Cy- 
press in pursuit of the Crees and evidently 
intending bloodshed. 

AREPORT arrived from Battleford this week, 
brought by the mail carrier from Cypress, te 
the effect that a skirmish had occurred be- 
tween some of the police and Indians there 
and that four of the police had been killed and 
the rest so hard pressed that they were glad 
to escape with their lives. Also that an ur- 

gent telegram had been sent requesting that 
the 200 recruits in Ontario should be sent out 
asquickiy as possible. On account of this 
report Col. Herchmer remained at Battleford 
instead of coming to Edmonton ashe had pre- 
viously intended.
